Tile facts of tile Chessman case were 
long misread and misconstrued outside 
California—and to some extent within 
that state. 
A* a remit arguments Imth 
for and against his e\*xution often be­ 
came more emotional than rational. 
Court a fte r court sustained the find­ 
ing 
th at 
Chessman 
committed 
the 
crimes he was convicted of (robbery, 
sexual abuses, and kidnapping with 
bodily h arm — but not murder.) 
And there is essentially no doubt th at 
his nearly 12-year-long wait on the 
threshold of the gas chandler was horn 
of his own quit# natural decision to ex­ 
haust th# legal appeal remedies of state 
and federal law. 
But there is room for serious doubt 
that th e provision of capital punish­ 
ment for such crimes has solved any 


of society's problems. 
Or, th at even if 
Chessman’s crimes had included homi­ 
cide. execution would have proved a 
deterrent or reform to Hie evil th at hu­ 
mans do. 
The Chessman case, in its climactic 
stages, stirred up emotional confusion. 
He received undue adulation in some 
quarters as a symbol of 
the 
fight 
against capital punishment; undue con­ 
demnation in others as a “ perverter of 
justice*’ when he simply tried to open 
legal avenues of escape. 
But despite these exaggerations, gen­ 
erated by the case, there is reason to 
believe that the wide interest shown 
in Caryl Chessman’s fate will not prove 
to have been merely emotional or idle. 
There is, in fact, considerable evi­ 
dence that the arguments for at least 
experimenting with other m ethods of 
preventing heinous crimes and rehabili­ 
tating criminals have made new head­ 
way in the public conscience. 
This in­ 
terest in the subject of criminal cor­ 
rection should he pursued now’.

Overlooked In History

“Minority group children do not 
always have even equal encour­ 
agement to remain in school,” she 
said. "While there, many of them 
do not have equal opportunity to 
learn. For them, learning is often 
blocked by their own self-concept 
of inferiority, which is caused by 
the inferior status accorded to 
their group in our society.” 
Asked by a subcommittee mem­ 
ber what the situation is in Penn­ 
sylvania's 67 counties. Miss Noar 
replied she didn’t know. 
She said, however, a national 
alody of standard textbooks used 
in schools found that while materi­ 
al objectionable to m i n o r i t y 
groups had been removed, there 
was no positive statement of -the 
role of minority groups Inserted. 
"History' courses and textbooks 
need to be revised so that the roles 
played by sikh minority groups as 
Jews and Negroes in our early as 
well aa recent history are Includ­ 
ed,” she said. 


T V public hearing by the Task 
Force on Curriculum was the first 
of 15 planned by the committee 
which was organized April 4 to 
study state education needs. 
The only other group to appear 
at the two - hour hearing was 
the Pennsylvania Federation of 
Teachers, representing Philadel­ 
phia’s teachers.
